Money gets stolen in a 
scam and a senior’s assets 
get stripped. 

Too often, the perpetra¬ 
tors are family members 
or close “friends.” 

Paul Spiridi first han¬ 
dled these cases for Nia¬ 
gara Regional Police about 
10 years ago.

“If you look at the stats, 
they show up to 10 per cent 
of seniors suffer some form 
of financial abuse,” Ro¬ 
chon said. “With 75,000 
seniors in Niagara, that 
means 7,500 are likely be¬ 
ing abused in some way fi¬ 
nancially.” 

Rochon said statistics 
show about 35 per cent of 
the situations involve fam¬ 
ily members or caregivers. 

Another 50 per cent are 
scams and frauds that 
could originate from the 
Internet or door-to-door 
— a salesperson perhaps

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Council to continue 
budget conversation 

Fort Erie residents are 
facing a 2.69 per cent 
increase on their tax bill 
if councillors approve the 
general levy as it currently 

That would mean the 
general levy increase would 
add $5.97 to the tax bill for 


$181,835 if all 24 requests 
are approved in the budget. 
These items include $10,000 
for Canada Day fireworks, 
$26,962 for a Habitat 
Humanity Grant, $200,000 
for Emerald Ash Borer tree 
removal, $100,000 for a 
Niagara Boulevard Cycle route 
expansion and $55,958 for 
a Battle of Ridgeway 150th 
anniversary event. 

Council met last week 
to discuss the general levy 
budget but they didn't finalize 
the budget. A second meeting 
to discuss the general levy 
budget was held Wednesday 
after the Fort Erie Times went 

Jonathan Janzen, the Town’s 
financial director, said the list 
of supplementary grants and 
requests push the municipal 
tax increase to 7.14 per cent 
but that number was driven 
down to 2.69 per cent once the 
Region's portion was factored 
in. This year, the Region 
approved a tax freeze, which 
works out to a negative tax 
increase in Fort Erie. 

Quick arrest in Fort

The black two-door Honda 
followed her, and as she 
approached Farr Road, she 
noticed the red flashing 
light. Believing that it was 
a police vehicle, she pulled 
over to the side of the road. 

Once her vehicle 
had stopped,she was 
approached by a male who 
told her that she had been 
speeding and requested 
that she exit her vehicle. 

The woman noticed that 
the man was not wearing a 
police uniform and asked to 
see his police badge. 

When he was unable to 
produce any identification, 
the woman drove away, and 
the man did not follow. 

Police describe the man 
as white, in his late 20s to 
early 30s and unshaven with 
messy, short and spiky light 
brown hair. He was about 
5-foot-8 and weighed about 
180 pounds. He had black 
“spacer” earrings in his 
ears and wearing a blue and 
grey plaid lumberjack-style 

A second male wearing 
a toque may have been 
present in the passenger 
seat of the suspect's vehicle 
during this encounter. 

Members of the Welland 
Criminal Investigations 
Branch of the Niagara 
Regional Police are 
continuing the investigation 
into this incident while 
members of the St. 
Catharines Criminal 
Investigations Branch of the 
NRP continue to investigate 
a similar incident which 
occurred in St. Catharines 
on Jan. 26. 

During the St. Catharines 
incident, a woman was 
reportedly approached by 
a male pretending to be 
a Niagara Regional Police 
officer. Police aren't saying 
if the incidents are related 
though there are similarities 
in the physical descriptions.

While it’s horrible to think that 
people take advantage of seniors, 
it’s at least somewhat of a relief 
to thinkphysical abuse is less 
prevalent. 

Butwhile most caregivers 
maybe providing excellent care, 
research shows that abuse is under¬ 
reported, and that about 10 per 
cent of our seniors suffer from 
some kind of abuse, some at the 
hands of family members, others in 
long-term care. 

This shows us the solution is two¬ 


fold - family members must keep a 
close eye on their loved ones, and 
social service agencies and health 
care providers who look after the 
elderly must also be vigilant in 
reporting any signs of abuse they 
may see. 

Caring for the frailest members 
of our society is not an easy job, but 
it’s an important one. 

We often hear the African 
proverb “it takes a village to raise 
a child.” It's sometimes referenced 
as a reminder to us that we all have 
a responsibility toward the young, 
vulnerable members of our society 
who are powerless to protect 
themselves against abuse. 

As we live longer, requiring 


more care from our children and 
a wide range of professionals, it's 
becoming more and more evident 
that it also takes a village to care 
for our elderly. We all have to be 
vigilant in protecting those in our 
society who are frail, weakened 
physically or mentally by aging, 
and vulnerable to those who can 
do harm, intentionally or not 

This is not a time to turn the 
other cheek. 

Niagara Gatekeepers, at 905- 
684-0968 is a referral service for 
programs that help at-risk seniors. 
It’s a place to start. 

But if you have evidence of 
financial or physical abuse, best to 
call the Niagara Regional Police.

STREET LIGHTS CHANGING TO LED 


The Town of Fort Erie will be replacing the existing street lights with a 
substantially more energy efficient Light Emitting Diode (LED) street lights. In 
addition to consuming much less energy, LEDs produce a cleaner, whiter light 
that improves visual acuity and community safety. The beams of LEDs are 
also more directed than traditional street lights to light only the roadway, which 
helps reduce light pollution. 

The Town’s contractor, Dundas Power Line Ltd., plans to start installing 
the new LED lights January 18. 2016 . Work will begin in the Crystal Beach 
area and progress across the rest of the Town. Standard cobra head lights 
will be changed town wide first, followed by the decorative lights. There are 
approximately 3266 lights to be changed in all. It is anticipated that the entire 
Town street lighting system will be switched over by April 1,2016.

The story of J.L. Kraft and his connection to the Greater Fort Erie community 


read with great inter¬ 
est about the Kraft 
Hockeyville competition 
that was recently featured in 
the Fort Erie Tunes. 

During this time last year, 
the Heritage Arts Legacy of 
Fort Erie entered the town in 
the same competition. 

When I was a young boy 
our family purchased and we 
moved into a farmhouse on 
319 Kraft Road. We were told 
by our lawyer George Honey 
at that time, that this was the 
house in which Kraft Cheese 
was founded. This seemed 
reasonable since the house 
was located on Kraft Road. 

As we explored the old 
bams we found the initials 
'JLK' inscribed in stone on a 
covered sill in the oldest bam. 
The foundation still exists as 
it was built solid with quarry 
stone and with excellent 
drainage. That bam had stalls 
for a dozen cows. Today it has 


been converted into a beauti¬ 
ful garden. We also discov¬ 
ered that the farm boasted 
a windmill. There were also 
hundreds of antique bottles 
that we collected and saved 
from that property. 

I was recendy asked if the 
Kraft Pond still existed on 
Kraft Road. This is sort of a 
yes and no answer because 
while it existed (half way 
between Dominion Road 
and the Garrison Road) as 
a watering site for animals, 
it was later used in the con- 
strucdon of Dominion Road. 
The pond was expanded and 
the water was a resource for 
the cement mix and also to 
keep down dust during this 
expansion. You can still see 
the dip west of the fire hall 
on Dominion Road where 
the work was done. We never 
referred to it as Kraft pond; 
we called it Burton's Pond. 

When we were very young 


and living on Lakeshore Road 
my mother would pack up 
a huge lunch and take my 
brother, sister and me, along 
with any other neighbor¬ 
hood kids interested for a 
Held trip to Burton’s Pond. 

We would swing by a nearby 
neighborhood and pick up 
the Hardison boys too and 
off we would go. On those 
adventures we would catch 
frogs, butterflies, mice and 
if lucky, turtles. When I was 
about seven years old my 
brother Dan and I snuck-out 
to the pond on our own. On 
that trip home we passed 319 
Kraft Rd. and we stopped to 
look into the windows. It was 
a litde scary and odd that a 
few years later that house 
would be ours. 

Rose Burton owned the 
property before we did and 
‘Grandpa Anderson’ farmed 
the land. The pond was 
named after Rose. George 


Honey, our lawyer informed 
us that the Kraft land ran 
from the lake to the Garrison. 
To further substantiate this; 
Mike Markichuck (sp?), our 
neighbor at the time, pointed 
out the stone gate positioned 
on either side of Edgemere 
Road at Kraft. He said that 
those posts marked the 
entrance to the farmland that 
ran that complete distance. 

The Heritage Arts Legacy, 


the war or 1812, discovered 
that the stretch of land was 
granted to the Palmers. The 
researchers identified Lewis 
Palmer as a Fort Erie Militia 
man who fought in the war 
of 1812. Heritage Arts subse¬ 
quently celebrated this fact 
in September of 2014 along 
with many other war heroes. 
Lewis Palmer started the 
Palmer Lodge that still exists 
on Jarvis Street in Fort Erie, 
which is another Fort Erie 


historical landmark. 

We were not living m 
our house too long when 
an article appeared in The 
Times Review in April 26, 

1972 tided ‘An Empire Started 
Here’ written by Wendy 
Herman. It was a lengthy and 
descripdve article about JL 
Kraft. This article showed a 
picture of a red brick house 
located at Crescent Park and 
the Dominion and stated that 
was the Kraft house. On June 
21,1972, there was another 
article in the Times written by 
Ralph Beach, as a letter to the 
editor, with a picture of our 
house 319 Kraft Road correct¬ 
ing this misinformation. 

The Ralph Beach article 
is as follows; in 1975 or 1976 
Cathy Swan produced a film 
“Five Flags over Fort Erie. ”It 
was a promotional film made 
by the Fort Erie Tourism 
Counsel. It included our his¬ 
tory of Crystal Beach, the Fort 


Erie Race Track and other 
tourism sites. It also included 
was a photo of 319 Kraft as 
the JL Kraft site. The Fort Erie 
Public Library has this film 
in their archives. It has been 
transferred over to DVDs. 

The Central Library also 
has Louis McDermott’s file 
on the Kraft Road family 
including pictures of our 
house with the Kraft family. 

There are other photos 
which depict JL Kraft resid¬ 
ing at 319 Kraft Road from 
1890 to 1900 before he 
moved to Buffalo to work. 

It is most likely that he 
developed his concepts for 
packing cheese during these

MEME GONE WRONG 


DWTS pro sued over ‘humiliating’ Facebook photo 


Val Chmerkovskiy is facing a $6-million lawsuit from a 
16-year-old girl who alleges the Dancing With The Stars pro 
caused her severe emotional distress by posting a picture 
on social media mocking her appearance. The girl, who has 
Down syndrome, claims she was at a baseball game in 2008 
and someone took a picture of her drinking a soda. The 
photographer captioned the image, "Everything that’s wrong 
with America", and it soon went viral. 

Chmerkovskiy reposted the image on his Facebook page three 
weeks ago, editors at TMZ.com report, with the caption, “Letting your 
kid become obese should be considered child abuse.’’The girl claims 
that due to Chmerkovskiy, and later CBS News, posting the image on 
social media, that it subsaiuently went viral again and she was left 
humiliated. The girl's mother sent several emails to Chmerkovskiy 
asking him to take down the image, which he eventually did. 

However, he responded with a post on Facebook that read in part, 
“lam truly sorry for the lack of sensitivity... You're handicapping 
your kid, and they're defenseless (sic)... They don’t know better. 
That's why you’re there.” 

The lawsuit claims the reason the girl has weight issues is 
because of her condition, and alleges defamation, emotional 
distress, and invasion of privacy. The girl is seeking $6 million 
each from Chmerkovskiy and CBS News, and $600,000 from 
the photographer who originally took the image. During a 
recent interview with Postmedia Network, Chmerkovskiy 
addressed the controversy, saying, “Creating opportunities 
for the next generation to be successful is important to me. 

It doesn't mean that we have to be politically correct about 



everything. We shouldn't be deprived of the freedom of speech. 
It doesn't mean that we have to be cruel or mindless about what 
we say or who we can offend... I try to walk the talk as much as 
I can. If you just pay attention to the talk then I'm a preaching, 
obnoxious, Russian immigrant from Brooklyn. But if you see 
where I come from and what I do consistently then there's no 
reason for you to get upset. And even if you do get upset, that's 
good. Tell me otherwise and I'll listen.” 

Chmerkovskiy has yet to comment on the lawsuit.
